Highway-Railroad Grade Separation 
Costs Should Be Based On Benefits 


oF interest to all Southern Pacific railroaders is the following statement recently 
prepared by our Law Department, explaining the Company's stand on the 
matter of how grade separation costs should be allocated: 


EMANDS are continually being 

made for the construction of grade 
separations at points where streets or 
highways cross railroads. 

‘These demands are made by and on 
behalf of those who use the roadways— 
that is, the increasing number of private 
passenger cars, private trucks and com- 
mercial vehicles. 

Spokesmen for these highway users 
admit and indeed declare that the prin- 
cipal reason for building separations is 
to speed up the movement of highway 
traffic, by removing the interferences 
which result from railroad operations 
across the grade crossings. It is custom- 
ary also to claim that public safety will 
be improved, although it is common 
knowledge that grade crossings can be 
made safe for the passage of highway 
traffic by means of gates and warning 
lights. 

Highway Users Benefit 

The so-called “problem” of grade sep- 
arations is thus actually a matter of 
highway improvement, in order to pro- 
mote easier and faster operation of high- 
way vehicles, 

When grade separations are demanded 
usually there ‘are two groups of inter- 
ested parties. One of these consists of 
the public authorities, who represent in 
general the users of the roadway; the 
other consists of the:railroads. In nearly 
all instances the -major question -is not 
whether. the separation ought to be built, 
bat how the.:cost shall -he apportioned. 

The ‘users of the roadway, especially 
‘the.:operators -of-:commercial_ vehicles, 
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receive by far the greatest share of the 
benefits from this type of highway im- 
provement. The railroad usually receives 
little benefit, and often none at all. 

In many states, including New York, 
Michigan, Ohio and others with major 
highway problems, the principle is now 
followed that the cost of grade separa- 
tions will be assessed with due consid- 
eration of benefits. This principle is 
spelled out in many state laws. 


Out of Step 

In California this same rule was fol- 
lowed for about 18 years, prior to 1951, 
but since then has been disregarded. 
The current tendency is to seek to im- 
pose on the railroad a large share of the 
cost, greatly exceeding its benefits, and 
thus a smaller share on the highway 
users; this even though many of those 
who use the highway are in competition 
with the railroad. 

Frequently the disputes over the 
amounts to be levied against the inter- 
ested parties become the subject of pro- 
longed and expensive proceedings before 
Courts and Commissions. In those cases 
the result is to postpone, perhaps for 
several years, the building of separations 
which the highway users urgently need. 

A sensible’ approach to this problem 
requires that grade ‘separations be re- 
garded -as simply another type of high- 
‘way improvement, not essentially differ- 
ent from widening, -or levelling, or 
resurfacing, or the building of bridges, 
or separations between highways, or any 
other addition.or betterment which does

Rio Grande Division Mien and Women

"THERE are about 3400 folks working 

on the Rio Grande Division and each 
of them, it seems, possesses an inordi- 
nate amount of esprit de corps. Proud 
of, and fiercely loyal to their Division, 
they do everything possible to make it 
one of the finest in the system. Through 
the years, men and women working 
along the Division’s 1056 miles have had 
a consistently fine safety record; their 
response to charity drives (Community 
Chest, March of Dimes) has been en- 
thusiastic and generous, and when blood 
is needed, they are there to give. For 
example, the last time the Company’s 
Blood Donor Car came through El Paso 
they donated 478 pints. So many people 
showed up to give blood that the local 
TV station came down for pictures of 
the Jong lines. 


Aside from these obvious signs of 


Division solidarity, there is something 


else a little less tangible. Most of the 
folks on the Ric Grande Division were 
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born and reared in the Southwest and 
have their roots deep in the country. 
The similarity of background, environ- 
ment and interests make it easy for them 
to get along with one another. Most 
people on the Division are on a first 
name basis; one can’t live next door to 
someone all his life and feel formal with 
him. If nicknames were being handed 
out to the various divisions on the rail- 
road, there couldn’t be a better choice 
for Rio Grande than the “Happy Divi- 
sion.” 

A fine example of the type of men 
working on the Rio Grande Division is 
the superintendent, William R. Adair. 
A resident of El Paso for over 40 years, 
Adair is a familiar figure strolling 
through Alligator Park, his hat sitting 
squarely atop his head, Everybody knows 
him and one can. trace his progress 
through town by the sound of people 
calling, “Hi, Bill!” as he walks along.

the SP Building, Adair works with his 
coat off and his sleeves rolled up. Some- 
one is always stopping in. It might be 
an officer from San Francisco passing 
through; or Tona Prewitt, Bulletin head 
reporter, seeking last minute news; or 
young Assistant Chief Clerk Hank Strie- 
ber bringing in some figures to check. 
Or it might he a@ section laborer from 
on-line coming in to see Adair about a 
personal problem. Tall and Jean A. G. 
Bays, assistant superintendent, pokes his 
head in from the adjoining office several 
times daily to discuss something. 

No matter the occasion, Adair treats 
each visitor the same. He listens well, 
asks pertinent questions, rarely gets ruf- 
fled, and has a knack for going straight 
to the heart of the matter. A gentle man, 
he .is relaxing to be with, “An impor- 
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tant thing to remember,” he says fre- 
quently, “is that everyone is a human 
being.” 

The warmth and affection Adair feels 
for his people spreads out from his office 
and sifts through the Division, gather- 
ing strength and reciprocity as it gees. 
Undeniably, Adair, his predecessor, Paul 
Robinson (now Superintendent of the 
Los Angeles Division) and others like 
them have had much to do with the Rio 
Grande Division being entitled to the 
sobriquet, “Happy Division.” 

Headquarters for. the Division are at 
EI Paso. Seen on a map, Ei Paso might 
be ‘likened’ to the sun with its “rays,” 
the rails, extending in all directions. 
Running west from this border city are 
two SP tracks, the. North Line, which 
cuts directly .across New. Mexico “to 
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Lordsburg, and the South Line, on which. 
there are a number of off-shoot branches 
serving Fort Huachuca; the Tombstone 
and Patagonia Branches where mining 
is the principal industry, and the Ben- 
son Branch, which serves the Apache 
Powder Company. There is the Clifton 
Branch which extends from Lordsburg 
to Clifton and serves the Phelps Dodge 
Corp. and other mining operations. 

Running northeast from El Paso is 
the important East Line to Tucumcari, 
340 miles distant, and the Roy Branch 
extending north from that point, serving 
many towns in this area. 


Natural Gateway 

El Paso, being the lowest snow-free 
pass of the Rockies, is a natural gate- 
way between the East and the West; 
consequently, the Rio Grande Division 
handles a large volume of through 
freight and pasesnger traffic. It is the 
junction point between our Pacific Lines 
and the T&NO whose rails wind directly 
from here to New Orleans. Located on 
the banks of the Rio Grande River 
across from Juarez, El Paso likewise is 
a major gateway to Mexico where we 
interchange a large number of cars to 
the Mexican lines.

which has a population of more than 
240,000 in the city and valleys. An aver- 
age of 15,000 passengers disembark from 
our trains in El Paso monthly and an 
average of 10,800 embark. Three months 
ago, under the supervision of M. R. 
Monigomery, city passenger and ticket 
agent, “Will Call” offices were opened 
in the SP Building on Stanton Street 
and have proved to be very popular. 

Bledsoe’s secretary, Ann Prewit, a 
gray-eyed brunette, like everyone else is 
enthusiastic about the Division. “The 
R. G.,” drawls, “stands for ‘Real 
Gone’ D: 

General Freight Agent F, D. Bunsen, 
who started with SP in 1914 as a yard 
clerk in the El Paso yards, is constantly 
on the move. Ei Paso is the marketing 
and distribution center for a large min- 
ing district and the considerable farm- 
ing area which surrounds the city. 
Farms in this area are irrigated with 
water from the Rio Grande River and 
underground wells and quantities of 
especially fine long staple cotton are 
grown and shipped via SP. 


E1 Paso also is the sales and accumu- 
lation center fer livestock covering an 
area of approximaicly 500,000 square 
miles and is a principal corridor of 
commerce between the US and Mexico. 
Since the Hoof and Mouth Disease quar- 


antine on Mexican cattle was lifted 
January 1, our haul from this territory 
has been heavy. For example, during 
January an average of 77 carloads of 
eattle per day were hauled out of El 
Paso, most of it from Mexico. 

To facilitate the shipments coming in 
from Mexico we purchased a 144 mile 
railroad (E] Paso Southern) last Decem- 
ber which extends from El Paso half- 
way across the Rio Grande River, there 
to join with the Mexican railroad. Dur- 
ing January we interchanged 1943 cars 
with the National Railways of Mexico, 
including many carloads of cattle, hides 
and lumber. 


In Arizona the largest cities located 
on the Rio Grande Division are Douglas 
and Bisbee. Copper ore mined in Bis- 
bee, location of one of the largest open 
pit copper mines in the US, is shipped 
to the Phelps Dodge smelter in Doug- 
las where the copper is smelted into 
ingots and hauled to El Paso where the 
ingots are then processed into wire bars 
and sent East for further refining. 

The SP terminal at El Paso consists 
of two units, one in the city which han- 
dles eastbound and local trains and the 
other east of the city limits called 
“Alfalfa” which handles westbound 
cars. At the El Paso terminal, which is

under the supervision of Terminal Super- 
intendent Lee Tadlock, 98 people are 
employed around the clock in the freshly 
painted offices. Tadlock, who has been 
in service since 1920, served overseas 
during World War II as commanding 
officer of the 719th Military Railway 
Service (same number as his auto Hi- 
cense plates) in Italy and Africa. 

The men in the 40-foot tower over- 
looking the terminal yards are aided in 
their important car-deployment activi- 
ties by five paging speakers and 73 
“talk-back” speakers scattered around 
the area. Anyone speaking in a normal 
voice from as far away as 30 feet from 
the “talk-back” speak- 
ers can easily be heard 
in the tower, 

Fort Bliss, largest 
permanent military in- 
stallation in the US, is 
not very far from the 
area of the El Paso Ter- 
minal; the yard engines 
serving the. military 
area are under the ju- 
risdiction -of Tadlock. 
We haul in supplies 
through one of three

That they are safety-minded at the El 
Paso terminal is indicated by the fact 
that they won the President’s Award for 
Terminal Safety three times running, 
1952 through 1954. 

The shops, covering acres of ground 
on the outskirts of E] Paso, and employ- 
ing over 500 men, are another important 
facet of Rio Grande Division operations. 

One of the largest jobs the men are 
working on at present is the conversion 
of 44 old Pullman cars, 


The men in the shops are proud of 


the drinking water coolers they are mak- 
ing for many of the new diesels coming 
into service. The shop is also working 
on a reconditioning program for bag- 
gage and mail cars. 

Due to the many dust storms in this 
territory, some of the diesels along the 
Rio Grande Division are being equipped 
with of] bath filters for engine-intake 
air, one on each side. These special 
filters keep the sand and dust from the 
diesel engines. 

Before leaving the shops all new die- 
sels are road-tested and their perform- 
ance carefully recorded. 

Each Thursday morning all shop fore- 
men gather in an upstairs meeting room, 
with Oscar Gutsch, master mechanic, 
leading a round table discussion. One 
week the men may discuss safety, the 
next, personnel problems, the third, how 
to increase shop efficiency. In an in- 
formal atmosphere they discuss each 
other’s problems and this technique of 
group participation has proved bene- 
ficial to both the foremen and their men. 

Last month the new SP color movie, 
“Report From Headquarters,” was 
shown to the El Paso people before 
being. taken to other Division points. 
When several hundred shopmen had 
gathered to view the film, Supt. Bill 
Adair, with typical directness, said, “In 
this picture you're going to see some of

the company officers; you're going to 
sce what we've been doing and what we 
plan to do. Now if you like the picture 
I want you to applaud after it is finished. 
If you don’t like it, don’t applaud.” 

The film started and no sooner had 
President Russell finished his opening 
remarks when the shop walls trembled 
from the thunderous applause. 

“Wait until the picture’s over,” Adair 
called, grinning. Turning to the projec- 
uonist, he said, “Did you ever see such 
wonderful enthusiasm?” 

Is it any wonder the Rio Grande Divi- 
sion should be called the “Happy Divi- 
sion”?

away with delay, interference and con- 
gestion, and provides the highway users 
with better, faster and more satisfactory 
roadways. 


A reasonable conclusion is also that 
this particular kind of improvement 
should be largely paid for from the same 
funds which provide for other improve- 
ments. Of course, in those individual 
cases where the railroad receives actual 
benefit, it should pay accordingly. 

Any greater levy against the railroad 
is unfair and unjust, and in fact simply 
a forced contribution for the benefit of 
its competitors. The result of such levies 
is to impose undue burdens upon ship- 
pers and travelers who use the railroads’ 
services. 

If the benefits basis is recognized in 
the law, everyone interested in the sepa- 
ration will pay in proportion te the 
benefits he receives, and no one will 
be able to shift that obligation to others, 


Raifroaders Mourn 
“Jitterbug's” Death 
¢¢ TITTERBUG,” the well-known 
Southern Pacific train hitch-hik- 
ing dog, is dead. 
Ironically, he met his fate beneath 
the wheels of a train of the only trans- 


portation system he ever used, the SP. 
Half blind, hard of hearing and crip- 


. pled by the dog ailments of old age, 


“Jitterbug” was struck by a fast freight 
near Davis depot on February 3. 

During the early days of World War 
Hi, when he was a spry young pooch, 
“Jitterbug” rolled into Davis with a 
group of servicemen who had to change 
trains there. He became separated from 
his master and was left behind. 

For many weeks he haunted the depot, 
hopefully expecting to find -his boss on 
each train.that stopped there. Eventu- 
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ally, however, he forgot about the men 
in khaki and adopted as his new master, 
Stafford (Oscar) Austin, veleran red- 
cap at Davis. 


“Jitterbug” spent some of his time 
at Oscar’s home, but he had the “rail- 
roading” fever and followed his master 
to work each day. A friendly mutt, he 
nosed about the erewmen and occasion- 
ally stole a ride. Once he caused a 
furor in the Bay Area when he landed 
in the dog pound and concerned SP 
friends had to bail him out. 

No blue-blooded aristocrat of dogdom, 
“Jitterbug” was described as part grey- 
hound, English buli and Irish setter. 
What he lacked in ancestry he made up 
for in personality and he was a great 
favorite with all the trainmen. 

Appropriately, “Jitterbug” was buried 
in the “Y” between the converging 
tracks of the Overland and Shasta routes 
at Davis.

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SP Will Construct Oil Pipe Line 
Between Los Angeles And Ej Paso 


*OUTHERN PACIFIC COMPANY is 
going into the pipe line business for 
the transportation of refined petroleum 
products, President D. J. Russell an- 
nounced last month, 

This, he said, is in keeping with 
Southern Pacific’s aim to furnish a com- 
plete land transportation service to 
shippers—by rail, track or pipe line. 
The new company will be known as 
Southern Pacific Pipe Lines, Inc. (see 
page 12), 

Intention is to construct pipe lines 
from the Los Angeles refinery area to 
Phoenix and Tucson, and from the Et 
Paso refineries to Tucson and Phoenix. 
Total investment in line, stations and 
terminal facilities is estimated at $80,- 
000,000. Products to be handled will 
consist of regular, premium and aviation 
gasalines, diesel oil and jet fuel. 

Widespread Service 

In announcing the pipe line construe- 
tion, it was pointed out that Southern 
Pacific has the great inherent advantage 
of its own private right of way, and will 
be in a position to serve all companies 
distributing petroleum products in that 
part of Arizona contiguous to Southern 
Pacific rail lines. 

Movement of petroleum products he- 
tween Los Angeles and Arizona points, 
on the one hand, and between El Paso 
and Arizona, on the other, has reached a 
point where construction of pipe lines 
is inevitable, the. president. declared. 
There are presently no refineries in Ari- 
zona, that area being supplied from re- 
fineries in the Los Angeles basin and at 
El Paso. It is one of the fastest-growing 
consuming areas .in the entire fast-grow- 
ing territory served by ‘Southern Pacific. 


The proposed pipe line will generally 


follow the railroad right of way from 
Watson (Los Angeles) to Phoenix and 
Tucson, serving the important inter- 
mediate areas of Colton, the Imperial 
Valley and Yuma. The route to be fol- 
Jowed between Tucson and El] Paso is 
the shortest practical one, using the rail- 
road right of way where it is economical 
to do so. The pipe will be of 16-inch 
diameter from the Watson refining area 
to Colton; 12-inch from Colton to Phoe- 
nix, and 8-inch to 10-inch from Phoenix 
to the El Paso refineries, The line is 
designed so that its initial capacity 
could be increased by 50 per cent. 
“Southern Pacific is convinced by its 
own studies, and by a market survey 
made for it by the Stanford Research In- 
stitute, that the pipe line project is a 
very desirable expansion and diversifica- 
tion of the railroad’s interests and ac- 
livitles,” President Russell declared. “It 
will enable us to get maximum use out 
of our private right of way, in line with 
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continuing studies to increase utilization 
and financial return from such prop- 
erties, 

“By addition of pipe line facilities to 
our rail and truck operations,” he con- 
tinued, “we will be able to offer the 
petroleum industry the service it desires 
in order to meet its various land trans- 
portation requirements. This situation, 
we believe, will be very desirable from 
the oil companies’ standpoint.” 

it was explained that work on the 
pipe line will commence as goon as 
engineering studics have heen completed 
and it is expected the line will be in 
operation by the end of this year.

Jaekle Named Chief Engineer; 
Maye Pipe Line Co. Vice Pres. 


PPOINTMENT of W. M. Jaekle as 
chief engineer of Pacific Lines was 
announced in March. He succeeds E. E. 
Mayo, who has been named vice presi- 
dent of Southern Pacific Pipe Lines, 
Inc., a newly organized SP subsidiary 
(see page 10). 

With headquarters in San Francisco, 
Jaekle will have supervision of engi- 
neering, maintenance and construction 
over the railroad’s lines in six western 
states extending from San Francisco, 
Los Angeles and Portland to Ogden, El 
Paso and Tucumcari, New Mexico.

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Nation’s Railroads’ 1954 Safety 
Record Second Best In History 


MAINTAINING their position as the 
safest form of transportation, the 
nation’s railroads in 1954 set a passen- 
ger safety mark that equaled the second 
best record in their history. 


William T. Faricy, president of the 
Association of American Railroads, re- 
ported in February that a preliminary 
summary of safety statistics prepared by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
discloses that the passenger fatality rate 
last year was 0.7 per 100 million pas- 
senger-miles. 

Of the 21 fatalities reported by the 
railroads in 1954, only five actually in- 
volved passengers in train accidents, the 
AAR president pointed out. The others 
resulted from such causes as boarding 
and alighting or jumping and falling 
from moving trains, he said. 

The fatalities resulting from both train

INCE the announcement of the 

Safety Essay contest, “How I

The interest shown 
by mothers and wives in the safety 
of their men has heen extremely 
gratifying. 
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less than half the number reported in 
1953, Faricy stated, 

“When you consider that the railroads 
in 1954 handled 29,270,000,000 miles of 
passenger travel, which is far more than 
the number of passenger-miles per- 
formed by any other common carrier, 
the railroad safety record becomes even 
more remarkable,” Faricy declared. 

While the railroads were chalking up 
their second best passenger safety mark, 
they were simultaneously setting a new 
all-time safety record among their em- 
ployes for the second consecutive year. 

On the basis of preliminary reports, 
Faricy stated, employe fatalities on Class 
I railroads declined about 25 per cent 
under the previous low established in 
1953. Fatalities per million man-hours 
in 1954 dropped to .08 from .11 in 1953, 
he added. 

“Behind the high standards of rail- 
road safety performance are more than 
30 years of organized safety work within 
the industry and the investment in the 
same peried of more than 20 billion 
dollars of railroad money in capital im- 
provements,” Faricy said. “With the re- 
placement of the great bulk of trackage 
and rolling stock with new, modern fa- 
cilities, the nation’s railroads have be- 
come steadily safer as well-as more effi- 
cient and economical to operate,”

SP “Appreciation Train” 
Makes lis inaugural Run 


PARKED on a siding at Newark sta- 
tion on the Western Division, the 
train presented an unusual sight. Its con- 
sist was a locomotive, coach, diner, dome 
car, lounge car, and business car. 

Its arrival at Newark on the morn- 
ing of February 25 completed a schedule 
that was as unusual as the train itself. It 
had taken three days to run 63 miles 
and make three stops. 

But in those three days and three 
stops it had performed a valuable mis- 
sion. 

With Vice Presidents W. G. Peoples 
and Claude E. Peterson aboard as hosts, 
the train was the gathering place for 
more than 250 major shippers at Sunny- 
vale, San Jose and Newark, three of the 
key cities in the Bay area’s rapidly 
growing industrial empire. 

Purpose of the ‘meetings was also 
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threefold: te confer on current shipping 
requirements of business interests in 
this area, to discuss future transporta~ 
tion needs, and to express Southern 
Pacific’s appreciation for the traffic that 
moves over our lines from this rich in- 
dustrial and agricultural ‘territory.

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MANY RAIL JOBS AT STAKE! 


Switch of First Class Mail From Rails to Air 
Threatens $300 Million Annual Revenue Loss 


SP BOUSANDS of railroad jobs are at 
stake in recent moves of the Post 
Office Department to divert first-class 3- 
cent letter mail from railroad trains to 
airlines and motor trucks. 

Here are the facts: 


Laws passed by Congress provide that 
all first-class letter mail—known as sur- 
face mail—shall bear postage of 3 cents 
per ounce or fraction thereof, and that 
those who wish extra-fast delivery may 
send a letter by airplane by affixing 6 
cents per ounce in postage. This is the 
law. 

However, in October 1953, the Post 
Office Department launched upon an 
“experiment” of flying first-class 3-cent 
surface mail between New York and Chi 
cago and between Washington and Chi- 
cago. This “experiment” was later ex- 
tended to cover points in Florida and 
the Pacific Coast states. In addition, 
authority for flying this class of mail has 
heen granted thirteen “feeders” or local 
service airlines over widely scattered 
routes in the United States. 


Mail Transferred to Highway 
Carriers 

And this is net all, While these trans- 
fers of 3-cent surface mail to airlines 
have been-under way, the Post Office De- 
partment has been equally active in di- 
verting mail to highway earriers. 

Contracts have been awarded by the 
Post Office Department for the move- 
ment of mail by motor carriers over more 
than 550 routes in the United States. 

To the railroads, this diversion of mail 
traffic, if carried to the limit, means a 
potential loss of revenues amounting to 
more than: $300 million per -year—where 
it will hurt the most. 


To many thousands of railroad em- 
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ployes—including those directly engaged 
in handling the mail and those who 
operate and service the trains—this ac- 
tion of the Post Office Department poses 
a real and imminent threat to the se- 
curity of their jobs. 

This is true because--without reve- 
nues from the handling of mail—many 
hundreds of passenger trains now oper- 
ating at or near the break-even point, 
with reference to earnings, would oper- 
ate at a loss and would eventually have 
to be discontinued. 


Diversion Cannot Be Justified 

If the diversion of mail from railroads 
to other carriers could be justified on 
grounds of economy and improved serv- 
ice, neither the railroads nor the rail- 
road employes would have cause for 
complaint. But there is convincing evi- 
dence that the railroads offer the public 
the advantage in both efficient service 
and economical service. 

The alleged savings and service bet- 
terments in many instances where mail 
has been or will be transferred to other 
carriers are illusory. They are illusory 
because the same standards are not ap- 
plied in computing costs by railroads 
and by other carriers. 

The rates at which motor trucks and 
airlines are paid are based generally on 
transportation costs alone, whereas rail- 
road rates are based on the cost of pro- 
viding a complete ‘mail service. 

This complete mail service includes: 


1. Providing and maintaining mail 
handling facilities at 35,000 points alk 
over the nation, ranging from the track- 
side crane at small communities from 
which mail is picked up “on the fly,” to 
highly mechanized installations at the 
largest cities; (turn to next page) 
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MAIL SWITCH (continued) 


2. Providing and maintaining Railway 
Post Office cars on which postal func- 
tions of sorting and distribution are car- 
ried on en route; 

3. The services of railroad employes 
in separating mail, loading it on trains 
and unloading it at destination; and 

4, Switching and terminal services. 


Rail Basis Dissimilar 

The complete mail service provided by 
the railroads may be likened to a “pack- 
age tour” which includes meals, hotels, 
local transfers, the services of a guide, 
and other expenses in addition to trans- 
portation. Rates which railroads are paid 
are rates for the “package tour.” They 
are not to be compared with rates paid 
airlines and motor trucks for transpor- 
tation alone. 

Nor is this important difference in the 
nature and scope of services offered the 
only difference. 

Railroads are required by law to carry 
any and all mail offered to them by the 
Post Office Department and to carry it 
on any and all trains if the Department 
so directs, 

Airlines, on the other hand, are per- 
mitted to carry first-class mail on a 
space-available basis, leaving it be- 
hind for later flights or for movement 
by surface carrier when more profitable 
loads of passengers or cargo are avail- 
able. 

Airlines, under this arrangement, are 
able to fill out space which would other- 
wise go unused, while railroads may be 
forced to maintain costly equipment and 
facilities for standby usage when the full 
Joad cannot be carried in airplanes or 
when airplanes are grounded because of 
unfavorable weather conditions. 


A Billion Dollar. Investment 


When additional facilities or equip- 
ment’ are needed forthe movement of 
mail by railroad, the railroads are called 


18 


upon to provide them at railroad ex- 
pense. For example, the former Assist- 
ant Postmaster General for Transporta- 
tion, John C. Allen, said in a published 
article in April, 1954, “We ask the co- 
operation of the railroads in making over 
old terminals and building new ones.” 
And railroads, cooperating with the Post 
Office Department, have invested close to 
a billion dollars in mail-handling fa- 
cilities. 

The need for such facilities is not 
eliminated when mail is carried by other 
agencies of transportation. But neither 
the motor trucking companies nor the 
airlines provide them, nor are they will- 
ing to bear the expense of maintaining 
and operating them after they are built. 
This is leit to the Post Office Depart- 
ment, and in turn to the taxpayers who 
will be called upon to make up the 
added postal deficit. 

A Striking Contrast 

This reluctance on the part of the air- 
lines and most motor truck operators to 
provide facilities necessary for their 
operation is not limited to the special 
facilities and equipment which they must 
have to handle mail traffic. It extends 
to the provision of basic facilities, such 
as highways, airports, weather stations, 
light beacons and the like, all of which 
are built, operated and maintained by 
the government with tax dollars. Indeed, 
about all that is left for the airlines and 
motor truck companies to provide upon 
these government-built and government- 
maintained facilities are the vehicles 
which they use. 

In striking contrast to this situation is 
that of the competing railroads, The rail- 
roads ‘must not only build and maintain 
their own roadways, signals, bridges, 
terminals, stations and other facilities 
necessary to train operations, but they 
must pay hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars in property taxes upon those facili- 


ties each year.. Indeed,.an amount | 


equal to the entire amount of money 
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which railroads received for han- 
dling mail last year, and more, was 
paid to state and local governments 
in property taxes alone. 

Since neither airlines nor motor truck 
companies build, own or maintain their 
ways, the property taxes they pay are 
negligible. 

When these facts are taken into ac- 
count, it becomes readily apparent that 
alleged savings through the use of air- 
planes and trucks for handling mail are 
more illusory than real. 


Significant Facts 

The Post Office Department publishes 
each year a Cost Ascertainment Report 
which shows the amount of money which 
it collects on each class of mail service 
and the purposes for which the money 
was spent. Here are some of the many 
striking and significant facts gleaned 
from the Report for 1953. 

1. Railroads moved about 85 per 
cent of all domestic mail other than 
local. Yet, the money which they re- 
ceived for this service amounted to less 
than 13 per cent of total Post Office 
Department expenditures. 

2, Railroads received only % of 1 
cent, on the average, for carrying a first- 
class letter. Airlines received 2-34 cents 
for carrying the average air mail letter. 

3. Even on first-class mail flown on a 
space-available basis at charges lower 
than those which apply to regular air 
mail, Post Office Department payments 
to airlines per letter, average about three 
times its payments per letter to railroads. 

4. On first-class mail—which is moved 
between cities mainly by “railroad— 
postal revenues exceeded postal ex- 
penses by more than $39,000,000. 


‘On domestic air mail letters and cards, 
postal expenditures exceeded reve- 
nues by $29,000,000, including subsidy 
payments to the airlines, | 

Similar comparisons ‘cannot be made 
of railway mail and motor truck mail 
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because neithcr the Post Office Depart- 
ment nor the motor truckers publish 
figures to show how much mail is han- 
dled by truck. It is known, however, that 
most of the contracts for moving mail by 
motor trucks have been awarded to con- 
tract carriers rather than te common 
carriers on the bases of: 

That there is @ proper place for the 
motor truck and the airplane in the han- 
dling of United States mail there can 
be no doubt. 

But moter trucks cannet match the 
speed, the efficiency, or the economy of 
the railway train on the overwhelming 
majority of mail handling routes where 
railway service is available. 

And the exceptionally high cost of fly- 
ing mail places it in the category of a 
premium service, 

Therefore, the use of the airplane is 
not justified for the movement of regu- 
Jar mail on which unusually fast service 
is neither required nor specified by the 
user. 


Of Doubtful Legality 

Moreover, the movement of surface 
mail by air is of doubtful legality, and it 
certainly is inconsistent with the intent 
of Congress in establishing a rate of 6 
cents an ounce for mail moving by air 
and a rate of one-half that amount for 
nail moving by surface carrier, 

Obviously, the best interests of the 
American people will be served if the 
Post Office Department makes proper 
use of the form of transportation which 
provides the best and most efficient serv- 
ice at the lowest over-all cost. Railroads 
ask to handle only that part of the mail 
traffic which they can handle more ef- 
ficiently ‘and at a lower costal factors 
considered—than any other mode of 
transportation, 

Anything less than this is grossly un- 
just both to the railroads and to the 
thousands of railroad employes whose 
jobs and security are at stake. 
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THE LOCOMOTIVE THAT WENT TO SEA 


VER hear of a locomotive being lost 
at sea? Well, that’s what happened 
to the Locomotive “Opelousas” in the 
year 1853, As a result, the building of 
the present Southern Pacific line out of 
New Orleans was delayed several weeks. 
A part of the story is found in the yel- 
Jowed pages of the Railroad Record, 
published in Cincinnati, Ohio, in the 
1850's. In its issue of May 26, 1853, the 
Record reported that “the wreckers at 
Key West, Florida, have succeeded in 
raising a locomotive sunken on board 
the brig ‘Cimbrus’ some time since on 
the way to New Orleans for the New 
Orleans & Opelousas Railroad.” The 
journal further reports the “locomotive 
was overhauled and found perfect in all 
its parts; steam was raised and the 
wheels set in motion; it worked per- 
fectly. It only needed a track to show 
its full power. 

“By order of the underwriters,” the 
Record says, “the locomotive was re- 
turned to the builders in the North.” 

Curiosity Jed us to seek out the annual 
reports of the New Orleans, Opelousas 
& Great Western Railroad Company for 
the year 1853. There we learned that the 
loss off Key West of the locomotive pur- 


chased by the company from Locomotive 
Builder M. W. Baldwin, of Philadelphia, 
delayed the opening of the railroad for 
actual operation. “Originally scheduled 
to arrive in March, 1853,” says the re- 
port, “the engine did not reach Algiers, 
opposite New Orleans, until September 
of that year.” 

When it finally arrived at Algiers, the 
engine was greeted with an enthusiastic 
celebration. It was christened the “Ope- 
jousas,” and was designated on the rail- 
road’s rester as Locomotive No. 1. 

Costing only $6,000, the “Opelousas” 
was the least expensive engine ever to 
run on the New Orleans, Opelousas & 
Great Western Railroad. She was put to 
work immediately hauling trainloads of 
material for the construction of the road. 
The “Opelousas” remained the only loce- 
motive on the railroad until sometime in 
November, when two additional engines 
arrived. 

In time the New Orleans, Opelousas 
& Great Western became a part of the 
Southern Pacific, and the “Opelousas” 
went down in history as the first locomo- 
tive ever to turn a wheel or pull a train 
on that great railway system. 


California’s First Railroad 


Was Started 100 Years Ago 


GDUTHERN PACIFIC ' officials, state 
dignitaries, railfans and historians 
gathered at Sacramento February 12 to 
take part in a ceremony observing the 
100th anniversary of ground breaking 
for the Sacramento Valley Railroad, 
first in California and now a part of 
Southern Pacific. 

The program included dedication of 
a plaque (upper left) marking the spot 
where the ground breaking took place. 
Among those taking part were (upper 
right, left to right) C. L. Mason, pres., 
Thomson Diggs Co., on whose ware- 
house wall the plaque is fixed; Joseph R.

which spansored the dedication.

(1) This supper for two consists of 
oyster stew (canned or the new frozen 
kind); cheese sandwiches; and a beet 
and egg salad. 

First, put 2 eggs to boil. (They'll be 
hard-cooked in 10 minutes.) While they 
boil, open and drain a small can of 
beets. To them add 2 or 3 stalks celery, 
chopped; 2 or 3 green onions, chopped; 
and enough French dressing to moisten. 
Arrange on lettuce, top with mayonnaise 
or Thousand Island dressing, and the 
sliced hard-cooked eggs (cooled first, of 
course). Along with the salad-making, 
fix the sandwiches and heat the soup. 
That's all. 

* (2) To serve 3 or 4, cook about 3 
cups noodles as directed on package. 
Meanwhile open a small can -of :toma- 


- toes (the stewed ones are good here), 
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some chopped nuts, too, if you like. 

“Bake until crust is brown,” he says, 
“and filling is bubbling.” (Maybe 15 to 
20 minutes at 425°.) Serve slightly 
warm, each small piece topped with 
sour cream, (It’s rich, so small portions 
are enough.)

Harnessing of water that once flowed 
freely into the Southern end of the 


San Joaquin valley from the slopes of: 


nearby snowclad Sierras by a series of 
dams and dikes, has resulted in the 
permanent disappearance of Tulare 
Lake and Buena Vista Lake. Tulare 
Lake formerly fed by the Kings River 
which is now controlled by the recently 
completed Pine Flat dam once covered 
an area of 50 miles long and 30 miles 
wide. Buena Vista Lake located west 
of Bakersfield, fed by the Kern River, 
was somewhat smaller in size and Isa- 
bella dam has now controled these 
flood waters. Old timers in the valley 
have remarked that the cutting off of 
the water supply and watching the lake 
diminish in size was like “seeing a 
couple of old friends die.” However, 
the brighter side of this story is in the 
cultivation of the rich bottom land 
which has produced as much as 145 
bushels of wheat and barley per acre. 
The US Department of Agriculture, 
amazed at the high productivity, classi- 
fied it as an agricultural miracle and 
stated the yield is at least three times 
the average elsewhere.
